Postal Rates 
Increased 


Po.stma.ster Guy Rossi said 
today that increases in most 
postage rates took effect 
May 16 a.s the .new United 
States Postal Service began 
Us task of achieving .sedf 
.sufficiency as required by 
the Postal Reorganization 
Act. 

Mr. Rossi noted that ge.n'- 
eral po.stago rates have .not 
been increased since 1067 
when Cangre.s.s passed what 
was to become its final leg¬ 
islative art in this re.spect. 

Ho poi.nted out that, oar- 
lier, requo.sts for rate in¬ 
creases were proposed to 
Congress in 1969 by both 
President J 0 h n s o ,n and 
President Nixon. I,n addi- 
tio.n, Preside.nt Nixon pro¬ 
posed a.n increase again in 
1970, although .none of tlie 
proposed i.nereas e s wore 
acted upon by Congress. 

Mr. Ro.s.si explained' that 
the new i,ncrea.sos — auth¬ 
orized o,n a temporary basis 
until the newly creat e d 
Postal Rate Commission can 
make recommendations to 
Ihe Governors of the Postal 
Service an p 0 r m a n e .n t 
changes — raised fir.st class 
letter rates from 6 to 8 
cents an ounce, and airmail 
letter rates from 10 to 11 
ce.nt.s a.n ou.nce. Post cards 
from 5 to 6 cents each a.nd 
airmail post cards from 8 to 
0 cents each. 

The increases will be 
borne more by busine.ss 
tha.n by individuals, the 
Po.stmaster pointed out, 
since about 75 per cent of 
Ihe first class a.n.d' airmail 
is from commercial mailers. 

I.n addition to In'creases in 
first-class rates, second and 
third cla.s,s also went up on 
May 16. However, the full 
increases proposed by the 
Postal Service will ,not he 
iput into effect on a tempor¬ 
ary basis. In second and 
third class, since the postal 
reform legislation co,ntem- 
plates that .such increases 

be phased over five years _ 

or ten years for no,n-profit 
organizations — pro v i d o d 
Congres.s appropriates the 
necessary funds to ease the 
tra.nsitio.n to full rates. 

Beeau.se of the phasi.ng 
provisio.n, the Increases that 
became effective May 16 for 
second and third-class gen¬ 
erally were only one-fifth of 
the total increase which has 
been propo-sed by the Postal 
Service. 

No changes are made in 
the rates for parcel post, 
which is the principal com¬ 
ponent of fourth-cla.ss mail. 
However, Initial Increases 
will be made in the “book 
rate” which is classified as 
fourth class. 

The new temporary rates 
also make changes In, other 
postage rate categories and 
.special service fees, such as 
special delivery and regis- 
Icrcd mail. 

The Postal Serivec advi.sed 
the public in February that 
it intended to make the 
temporary increases if the 
Po.stal Rate Commissio.n' did 
.not make the recomme.ndocl 
decision within 90 days of 
ihe request by the Postal 
Service. 

Recently the Rate Com- 
mi.ssio,n confirmed that it 
will not be able to make a 
decision within the 90 days, 
and Sunday, May 16, wa.s 
seyected as the date on 
which the rates would be¬ 
come effective. 

When' tile dome.stic chan¬ 
ges went into effect, there 
was a conforming increase 
in letter rates to Canada 
and Mexico.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the Jdy 1 deadline. 
Thp filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 


A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county cierk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

"flashbacks” from LSD use. 

At the Battle Front 

HaskcH Bowen spent two 
months, 24 hours a day on 
call, with the Narcotic.s 
Squad of the Satv Jose Police 
Department. Ho went to the 
Mexican border and worked 
for weeks with U.S. and 
Mexican Narcotics opera¬ 
tives. He was with the U.S. 
officer who stopped a car 
occupied' by a young ma.n 
a.nd his wife and i.nfa.nt. 
The baby was taking iks 
bottle o f milk. Oddly 
cnevugh the officer ordered 
the mother to hand him the 
.nursing bottle. She protest¬ 
ed. "He’s nursing,” she •'om- 
plained. The officer reached 
for the bottle Down in the 
milk ho foun'd a rubber bag. 
It contained fi\«o ounces of 
heroin! Coach Bowen went 
back to his .school d [.strict 
and began to make contact 
with the students in small 
groups. He e.stablished an 
"Ombudsman Approach” — 
offering to help drug vic¬ 


tims, thoso arrested', those 
not caught but who wanted 
a confidential source of 
help. 

Then, with the fullest co¬ 
operation of the school 
authorities, the law onforcc- 
me.nt agencies, and the doc¬ 
tors and hospital.s, he inau¬ 
gurated an educational pro¬ 
gram — to which ho has 
added each year since. Here 
is his basic book: “Drug 
Facts.” It is a teacher’s re¬ 
source book of 300 pages.

Coach Haskell Bowc.n .stu¬ 
died the h'Uma.n strengths 
and weHknes.ses among hun¬ 
dreds of drug users in the 
Santa Clara Valley ScIickjIs. 
He has made .some careful 
Judgments an the real cau.so 
which motivates most young 
people to experiment with 
or deliberately go to drugs. 

Some Conclusions 

“It is important for us to 
ktvjw why kids really use 
drugs. Almost always it’s an 
c-.scape from a.n unsatisfac¬ 
tory situation. Each human 
bei.ng has eight basic values, 
or -needs: 

1. A feet ion 

2. Reaped 

3. Power 

4. Wealth 

5. Skill 

G. Enlightenment 

7. Rectitude or Morals 

S. Well-being 

"If o.ur .needs are not 
being met in those eight 
areas,” Haskell Bowen .says, 
“that’s when we start going 
for anything that’s high risk 
— whether it’s drugs, or 
burglary, or anything that 
will predominate over our 
frustration. Kids will sub¬ 
stitute a.nything (and today 
the "in” thing is d-rugs) for 
the .need or value they have 
difficulty achieving, 

‘‘So when I counsel 
kids on tins Ombudsma.n 
Approach, I can review with 
them this list of fundamen¬ 
tal .needs (there are more) 
a.nd we can together try to 
work out a sane a.nd sen¬ 
sible way to achieve those 
things that all human 
bei.ngs wa,nt.” 

Ba.sed on all the reports 
we have received Coach 
Bowen is saving lives and 
cutting into the drug society 
j.n a big way. 

The educational program 
.now goes into the kinder- 
'gartens. And the important 
thing is that every in.stitu- 
tion and group in Santa 
Clara County is enli.sted for 
the duration of his v;ar on 
drug misuse.

THE STORY OF SAN JOSE 

Early in 1966 the admin¬ 
istrative leadership of the 
San Jose Junior and Senior 
High Schools, in California’s 
beautiful Santa Clara Val¬ 
ley, awoke to the realiza¬ 
tion- that their 15,CKX) stu- 
.dents were becoming in¬ 
volved in a swiftly spread¬ 
ing cpitlcniic of drug mis¬ 
use. They took very effec¬ 
tive action. In the following 
.six years, with the drug epi¬ 
demic in high gear, a com¬ 
prehensive program evolved 
which has attracted .na¬ 
tional attention-. The San 
Jose program was presented 
in .detail at the pioneering 
statewide Drug Alert ’71 
Seminar in w.hich we par¬ 
ticipated — in Birmingham, 
January 28-29. 

The principal designer 
and guiding head of the 
program is Haskell L. Bow¬ 
e.n, who, until 1966, was the 
very popular Supervisor of 
Physical Education, Director 
of Athletics, and Head 
Coach, at San Jo.se’.s big 
Campbell Union High 
School. What happened in 
1966 changed ,his whole life. 
Campbell High's and Santa 
Clara County’s educational 
authorities chose Bowen to 
“tako charge” of a project 
to confront a,nd do -oattle 
with the critical drug ahu.so 
problem (123 drug arrests in 
1966; 2,000 plus arrests last 
year — in the cou.nty). Has¬ 
kell Bowe.n began by leav¬ 
ing his .school district and 
spe.nd'i.ng nearly a year 
studying the problem where- 
ever in California law en¬ 
forcement and medical a- 
gencies were doing battle 
with the menace. 

Shocking Experiences 

He spent time i.n Haight- 
Ashury (San Francisco) 
where "The Drug Culture” 
had been spaw.ned in 196.5 
by flocks of runaway hip¬ 
pies. He worked alongside 
medical men, i.n the famed 
"Free Clinic,” and lived for 
a few days in a “Pad” in 
a .second-floor loft — and 
witnes.sed the degradatio.n 
of traditional values. There 


A Hof Summer Coming? 


The “love and peace” cult has blown up more build¬ 
ings, burned out more dwellings, trespassed more on the 
rights of their follow men (and women), and probably 
has just plain killed more people than was ever credited 
to the entire kit and kaboodlo of prohibition gangsters. 

A bit ago at Stanford University the peacefully-kill- 
everybody crowd just about pulled off the biggest college 
student extermination of the whole shebang. A campus 
dormitory, according to officials, was fired in the middle 
of the night and if a couple of kids hadn’t been up in 
the wee hours of the morning the entire 80 student resi¬ 
dents probably would liave boeti fried in bed. 

It may bo unfair of Stanfoi'd’s fanatics to be com- 
I)eting for attention with the sweetheart demonstrators 
in Washington, D.C. and San Francisco, hut the kids are 
holding their own. Tticy have burned libraries, bombed 
offices, destroyed the lifetime research of international 
scientists, and generally created havoc. 

The campus i)olice chief has resigned over what lie 
terms “lack of direction” from tlie administration. He 
report.s burgiarics and grand theft.s have skyi'ockcted 500 
per cent in the last five ycai’s. Crimes against people such 
as rape, battery, robbery, narcotics, homicides, kidnapping 
and other trivial bits arc up 600 per cent. The Stanford 
Medical Center has been virtually under siege. 

Tile university itself, says President Richard W. Ly¬ 
man, has been “brought to the edge of the abyss” by t!:o 
violent actions of tlie past several weeks, which in them¬ 
selves have caused ,$200,000 in damage to university prop¬ 
erty. 

As Lyman pointed out in a campus radio talk to stu¬ 
dents, historically terrorism has known no ideology and 
is available to the reaeiionary as well as the revolution¬ 
ary, "and also to the deranged, who may have no co¬ 
herent outlook at all.” 

Terrorists almost inevitably seek the most permissive 
environment as their staging ground, and what more 
permissive saiictuary could they seek than a campus? 

The emotional approach has an easy appeal to young 
minds. But as Lyman added, there is no evidence that 
there is any real, lasting mass following behind these 
revolutionary movements. 

The Stanford dorm fire demonstrated this. So long 
as the terrorism affected only that amorphous thing 
called “the Establishment,” susceptible students could find 
in it a certain vicarious outlet for the natural rebel¬ 
liousness of the young. But when it hit home, that was 
another story. 

If as President Lyman predicted, there is a student 
backlash at Stanford against terrorism as a result of the 
dreadful and mindless attack on the dormitory, some good 
may come of an evil too long pampered. But the fact that 
it takes such a very personal near tragedy to “make a 
substantial difference in the outlook on the campus” does 
not reflect much credit on the student body or the ad¬ 
ministration. 

There is a better way to inculcate the ability to tell 
good from evil.
